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10,000 homeless; death toll 
high in Southland disaster

Weary and heartbroken residents of the once colorful Valley of Flowers turned 
today to the grim and tiring task of cleaning up alter what has been described 
as the “ worst natural disaster in the history of Lompoc.” 
The usually gentle and frequently dry Santa Ynez River turned into a raging, 
angry monster over the weekend and literally devoured prime agriculture land, 
bridges, homes, livestock, automobiles and anything in its path.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Bulldozers 
pushed through mud and debris in flood- 
ravaged Southern California today to 
reach hundreds of persons marooned by 
the worst siege of rain in more than 30 
years. 
Helicopters shuttled between rooftops 
of homes and relief centers when access 
by road or boat was impossible. More 
than 10,000 persons were temporarily 
homeless and the death toll passed 90. 
After nine days of almost constant 
rain 
from 
back-to-back 
subtropical 
storms, the sun peeked through the clouds 
and the downpour dissolved into scattered 
showers. 
Sheriffs departments in the 150-mile 
stretch from Santa Barbara through Ven- 
tura and Los Angeles counties to San 
Bernandino and Riverside counties re­ 
ported that all was “ peaceful and quiet” 
during the night and dawn broke with 
generally sparkling clear skies. 
At least 92 persons were killed and 
damage was estimated statewide in ex­ 
cess of $35 million. Twelve persons were 
buried alive when the mud rolled down 
hillsides and into their homes. Fifty- 
five died in rain-connected traffic acci­ 
dents and four in weather-related plane 
crashes. Nineteen drowned and two died 
of heart attacks, one while filling sand­ 
bags to save his home. 
President Nixon declared the entire 
state a major disaster area. The Small 
Business Administration made low cost 
federal loans available to those whose 
homes or businesses were damaged by 
the torrential rains. 
More than 9,000 persons were evacu-

The flood disaster was brought about 
by nine continuous days of rain with some 
rain measurements as high as 14 inches 
during the period. The official city rain 
gauge at the water treatment plant re­ 
ported 6.66 inches of precipitation during 
the nine days for a season total of 12.35 
inches as compared to last year’s 3.83 
inches at this time.

Sewer facilities were normal in Lom­ 
poc today, but the plant on Central Avenue 
continued to dump the raw sewerage into 
the swollen Santa Ynez River. 
No health problem was foreseen. 
City officials told the Record today that 
sewerage intake was being routed around 
the plant while workmen continued to re­ 
pair the plant’s electrical system that 
was damaged slightly by the flooding 
waters. 
Bill Barrett, city public works direc­ 
tor, said the main intake power line had 
short circuited as a result of the storm, 
but the only three of the plant’s motors 
had been engulfed by the waters. 
Barrett said the plant would be back to 
normal in about two weeks or less. 
Meanwhile, he said, “ Everyone can 
use their toilets and shower and wash 
dishes.” 
Water and sewer service were normal 
in Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills 
today, although the latter area reported 
one of its sewer facilities was knocked 
out by the floods yesterday morning. 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., which 
serves Mission Hills, Vandenberg Vil­ 
lage and the Air Force Base reported 
the company was bringing in three addi­ 
tional crews to clean up the damage in 
the areas, west and north of Lompoc. 
Company officials were to survey the 
area by helicopter this morning. 
Water and electric service in the city 
and other Valley areas were normal, or 
near normal, according to Emil Scolari, 
city public utilities director, and other 
county officials.

Southern Counties Gas Co. reported 
service of natural gas in Lompoc Valley 


was normal, but that crews were still 
trying to lay a line across the Santa 
Ynez River in the Santa Ynez area. 
The surging river knocked out the com­ 
pany’s main line Saturday, cutting off 
natural gas flows to about 1,500 homes 
and Santa Ynez Hospital. 
A company official said he expected 
to get the line laid across the river to­ 
day, and that crews would begin turning 
on the gas again late today. The official 
expected normal service to be re­ 
stored everywhere in the Santa Ynez 
Valley sometime tomorrow. Meanwhile 
the company is supplying bottled gas to 
the hospital principally for cooking pur­ 
poses. The hospital has auxiliary electric 
heating. 
The flooding waters knocked out about 
four miles of the Southern Pacific track 
in the Valley forcingJohns-ManvilleCo., 
to curtail production for the next week. 
Walter Phillips, SP trainmaster, told the 
Record, the line would be restored in a 
week or two. 
Meanwhile a JM official, Peter Noe 
said the company would round up all the 
trucks it could find and might have to 
lease warehouse space for some of the 
products, since it had been reported 
traffic along Highway 101 in the Carpin­ 
tería area had been curtailed.

INJURIES 
The heavy rains and flooding at inter­ 
sections produced conditions which trig- 
gered numerous vehicle accidents during 
the niMMiay storm period but miraci*. 
lously there have been no reports of 
deaths and only a few injuries directly 
attributable to the flooding river. Among 
the injured was James O. Wagner of 
Lompoc who was rescued after being 
marooned near the South Vandenberg 
gate. He has been released from the ho^ 
pital and his condition is good. Everett 
Riggs also collapsed from exposure after 
being swept downriver 300-400 yards 
while rescuing two small children who 
were on top of a stalled automobile at 
Douglas and Central Avenue. There had 
been eight persons in the car, according 
to one report, but when Riggs returned 
for the remaining two, the river swept 
him, the car and the children down- 
stream.

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Heroic rescues revealed in 
height of river floodwaters 


James O. Wagner, 60, a Civil Service 
employe at Vandenberg was dramatically 
rescued from the raging waters of the 
Santa Ynez River late Saturday afternoon 
after falling 30 feet from a helicopter 
sling. 
According to reports from Vanden­ 
berg, Wagner was marooned on the rail­ 
road tracks just west of the entrance to 
South Vandenberg on Highway 246. He had 
been spotted standing in waist deep wat -r 
by Col. Earle Sweetland, 4392nd Aero­ 
space Support Group commander, and 
Col. Ernest D. Carwile, 4392ndCivil En­ 
gineering Squadron commander. 
The two colonels were inspecting the 
area for damage and upon sighting Wag­

area. 
Block dropped a sling to Wagner who 
climbed on but because of his weakened 
condition, he fell from the sling when it 
lifted to an altitude of about 30 feet.

Carwile then jumped in and managed to 
grab the two and pull them to the high­ 
way bank before they could be swept 
downstream.

dam not for flood control

There was no practical way 
for manual release of water at 
Cachuma Dam 
prior to the 
storm and flood that inundated 
Lompoc Valley, a Bureau of 
Reclamation official said yes­ 
terday. 
Flood waters from the San­ 
ta Ynez River overflowed river- 
banks Saturday, knocking out 
Lompoc’s sewer plant, flooding 
hundreds of acres of farm land 
and endangering the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration 
installation 
west 
of 
Lompoc. The flood tides wiped 
out the bridge into the Federal 
Correctional Institution and for 
a 
time 
endangered the new 
bridge 
across 
the river on 
North H Street. The bridge from 
Highway 246 into Vandenberg 
was also wiped out. 
Phil Macias, Santa Barbara 
bureau chief made his remarks 
in a hastily called news confer­ 
ence in Lompoc City Hall short­ 
ly after noon yesterday. 
Macias estimated the storm 
as a 100-year storm and noted 
that it could come back-to-back 
with another 100-year storm or 
even a 50-year storm. He said 
previous investigation showed 
that as much as 700,000 acre 
feet of water is known to have 
flowed down the Santa Ynez Riv­ 
er to the sea in one season. 
Macias told the Record that 
Cachuma Dam was not designed 
to release water for flood con­ 
trol purposes. In other words, 
Cachuma Dam was designed for 
water conservation purposes 
and not for flood control, he 
said. 
The dam 
contained 
about 
155.000 acre feet of water be­ 
fore the storm with about 50,- 
000 acre feet of storage still un­ 
filled. The storm and subse­ 
quent flows from Gibralter and 
Juncal Dams quickly filled Ca­ 
chuma to overflowing. 
Macias estimated the flow in 
Santa Ynez River reached a lev­ 
el of about 100,000 cubic feet a 
second. The total included about 
80.000 cubic feet a second with 
runoff from minor tributaries. 
The water was spilling over 
the top of Cachuma bam Sun­ 
day morning at about 20,000 
cubic 
feet 
a 
second, 
ac­ 
cording to Macias. 
Macias’ rem arks were in ans­ 
wer to some criticism that the 
operators of the dam might 
have wisely released some wat­ 
er at Cachuma after the heavy 
storm began on Jan. 18, in or­ 
der to provide more empty stor­ 
age in the dam. 
Macias 
told 
this reporter 
the only way to create any flood 
control storage in Cachuma was 
to either raise the height of 
the dam wall or to decrease 
the water conservation aspects 
of the dam. The latter method, 
he said was not possible, con­ 
sidering the 
design and or­ 
ganization of the Cachuma proj­ 
ect. 
Under heavy questioning, Ma­ 
cias retorted: “The Bureau op­ 
erates Cachuma and I’m tell­ 
ing you right now, we won’t 
release water for flood control 
purposes.” 
He said there were legal as­ 
pects of prior release and oth­

Nixon in 
hopes for 
peace talks 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -P re s ­ 
ident 
Nixon 
expressed hope 
today that the Paris peace talks 
could make progress toward 
restoring order in the Vietnam 
demilitarized 
zone, 
mutual 
troop withdrawals and an ex­ 
change of prisoners. 
The President told his first 
news 
conference 
since 
his 
inauguration a week ago today 
that 
the 
United States was 
proposing all those things at the 
Paris talks. What happens now, 
he said, depends on the attitude 
of the Communists. 
Nixon said the U.S. delegation 
would not propose a “ laundry 
list” containing a multitude of 
Vietnam 
proposals but 
was 
limiting its proposals to steps 
which 
could be 
taken 
now 
toward ending the war. 
As far as the American side 
is concerned, Nixon said, “ We 
are off to a good start.” 
In reply to another question, 
Nixon said that Red China had 
not indicated any interest in 
becoming 
a member of the 
United Nations and that the 
policy 
of his administration 
would be to continue to oppose 
seating of a Peking delegation 
in the world body. 
Nixon said he thought it would 
be a mistake to change U.S. 
policy opposing admission of 
Red China to the U.N. 
He did say however that he 
would be “ interested to see 
what Red China might offer in 
the way of proposals at the next 
meeting 
in Warsaw between 
U.S. and Red Chinese delegates. 
In a reply to a question about 
his position on the long pending 
nuclear nonproliferation treaty 
and proposed negotiations with 
the Soviet Union on d i s a r ­ 
mament, Nixon said he favors 
the treaty designed to keep the 
number of nations possessing 
nuclear weapons from increas­ 
ing. 
But 
he 
added 
that 
the 
question 
remains 
when 
the 
United States should ratify the 
treaty. 
He said he would take up the 
question 
with 
the 
National 
Security Council and with both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
congressional leaders this week 
and

President Nixon, faced with 
his first major Middle East 
incident since he took office, 
told a Washington news confer­ 
ence the next explosion in the 
Middle East, he thought, “could 
involve a confrontation between 
the nuclear powers. ” 
Iraq sentenced 16 men to 
death for alleged espionage and 
hanged 14 of them today, 11 in

Boats were 
brought in from the Arguello 
coast guard station to rescue 
the lower valley families. 


One similarity was noted with 
the 1938 flooding. Traffic was 
maintained out of Lompoc by be­ 
ing routed over the Robinson 
Bridge and up Mission Canyon. 
The same held true in this week­ 
end’s flooding. 
According to an account in 
the March 4, 1938 Lompoc Rec­ 
ord, principal damage occurred 
in the lower vaflley where ex­ 
tensive undermining and wash­ 
ing out of county roads occur­ 
red.

washed out. A large fill on Ar- 
tesia Avenue was cut away and 
north Floradale Avenue and sec­ 
tions of Central Avenue were 
impassable. 
In 1938, prior to the const ruc­ 
tion of Cachuma Dam, it was 
reported that at the height of 
the storm, water running over 
Gibralter dam spillway reach­ 
ed an all-time record of nine 
feet in depth.

Flood stories, experiences

Down Floradale Ave. to Cen­ 
tral and west ot Artesia Ave. 
yesterday, an eerie quiet set­ 
tled over the land. Mud, like 
chocolate sauce, covered the 
fields, littered with debris - 
automobiles, crates, trees. 
A part of the FCI bridge lay 
across Douglas Avenue. A farm 
building 
at 
the 
intersection 
of Central and Floradale Ave., 
uprooted, had been replanted 
cock-eyed in the middle of the 
road. Erosion stealthily and 
steadily undercut the asphalt. 
Downed telephone and electric 
lines snaked along sides of the 
roads, singing and coiled like 
deadly rattlesnakes. 
Many residents were lucky; 
their homes, 
perched on is­ 
lands 
surrounded 
by 
a sea 
of mud and receding water, in­ 
curred little or no damage. Oth­ 
ers weren’t so fortunate. 
Pleas went out around 4 p.m. 
Sunday to rescue a stranded cow 
on an island in the Santa Ynez 
River near the Walt Spanne 
place. “If it doesn’t get some 
hay soon, it’s going to die,’’ 
commented one observer aware 
of its prolonged plight. He had 
reportedly tried to get authori­ 
ties to lower a bale a hay from 
a helicopter earlier in the day. 


flown to VAFB and returned in 
the airport beginning late Sun­ 
day morning by company pilots 
or owners. 
A power outtage around 4:30 
p.m. 
through 
Saturday night 
and part of Sunday plus a bite 
out of the north side of the air­ 
port road near the Santa Ynez 
riverbed were the only inci­ 
dents, said Riggs.

The County Fire Dept, re­ 
ceived a call at 3:13p.m. Satur­ 
day to rescue a family caught in 
the flood waters when they were 
forced to flee their home in 
the lower valley. According to 
officials, the second phase of 
the rescue was effected when 
firemen saved an unidentified 
Good Samaritan and two girls, 
Jane and Joan Jazinski, 8 and 
7. The bystander reportedly had 
already brought other family 
members to higher ground from 
their swamped automobile when 
his life and that of the two girls 
became endangered. 
The American Red Cross in 
Lompoc said it assisted the Ja- 
zinskis. The family was lodged 
in a local motel. Furniture and 
household good appeal is ex­ 
pected to be made by the Red 
Cross for lower valley families 
losing such items by flooding.

Lower valley families 
tell of flood terror

The quagmire of mud oozed 
over feet and shoes, clung to 
walls, 
slopped 
sluggishly in 
cabtnets 
and 
drawers. 
It 
sm elled of stale debris In a sea 
of slim e mixed up with what 
was once the furnishings of two 
fam ilies on Artesia Avenue. A 
fence of dead trees and limbs 
several feet high had slammed 
into the barn and outbuildings. 
“The Sheriff’s Department 
came (Saturday afternoon) and 
told my wife to keep her eye on 
the river. The next thing we 
knew the water was coming so 
fast that we had to get out. We 
didn’t have time to take any­ 
thing with us, just the clothes 
on our backs,” said Ernest Bon- 
dietti of 1601 Artesia Ave. 
He notified his next door 
neighbor and tenant a few yards 
away, Joe Dominguez. Domin­ 
guez said he didn’t have time 
to salvage anything except a few 
clothes. He and his \ ife have 
five children from l1- to 14 
years. 
Sunday, a rescue squad of 
friends and neighbors helped 
clean up the mess and assist 
with the moving of what little 
was 
salvageable. 
Both Bon- 


dietti and Dominguez said they 
“ lost 
everything.” 
Neither 
was insured, except for fire in­ 
surance on the buildings. 
Ruined besides the homes 
were six sheds, four tractors, 
a harvester, other farm imple­ 
ments, according to Bondietti, 
whose 80 acres was inundated. 
There were no crops currently 
planted and no livestock. 


In the Bondietti home of six 
rooms, there was a high water 
line of 24 inches and “four 
feet of water in the front yard.” 
The Dominguez house of seven 
rooms stood on a little higher 
ground and seepage rose to an 
estimated six inches. Domin­ 
guez is employed by the Del 
Mar Packing Company. 


At one point, they had no 
water, sewage or electricity in 
their frame homes, but the tele­ 
phone lines didn’t falter. 
When it came to estimating 
their damages in dollars, both 
Bondietti and Dominguez de­ 
clined. “ We may not know for 
months.” 
How will they recoup their 
losses'.’

AGRICULTURE 
Cliff Taylor, manager of the 
Lompoc Warehouse Corp., this 
morning made a “ very rough” 
survey of the agriculture prolv 
lem and estimated damages to 
be about $1 million. He said the 
Santa Rosa Valley probably suf­ 
fered about $200,000 while the 
Lompoc Valley suffered the re­ 
mainder. 
Taylor estimated that about 
2,000 acres of prime agricul­ 
ture land in the Lompoc area had 
been damaged. He said of these 
about 500 acres were severely 
damaged with total crop 
loss 
and about 400 more suffered 
partial crop loss. 
Taylor also noted that the es­ 
timates did not take into consid­ 
eration the loss of farm equip­ 
ment, live stock, barns, houses 
etc. “All of this could easily 
double the loss estim ate,” he 
said.

At a news conference yester­ 
day, Lompoc Mayor Robert D. 
MacClure said the traffic flow 
would pose serious problems

Just how long the bridges will 
be out is not known at this time. 
Construction work on a new 
road for 13th Street was well 
along but no work on the bridge 
had 
started when the floods 
came. It also had been announc­ 
ed that work would begin on a 
new bridge for the FCI in July. 
“ Our entire thinking on the 
bridge situation is being reas­ 
sessed 
as 
a 
result 
of the 
floods,” abase spokesman said. 
Just what will come out of the 
assessment is not known but it 
is likely that some delays will 
be encountered. The fast mov­ 
ing river cut a new channel to 
the south of the old FCI stream 
bed and as a result the engineer­ 
ing work will have to be re­ 
figured to consider the new 
problem. Also whether Vanderv 
berg will elect to construct 
only the one new bridge in the 
immediate future and to hold 
off restoration work on the Surf 
bridge is also under evaluation. 
A Bailey temporary bridge is 
also under consideration. 
Officials this morning were 
issued warnings to all people 
along the Santa Yneztobeonthe 
lookout for snakes which would 
be moving to higher grounds be­ 
cause of the flooding. Officials 
also strongly urged parents to 
maintain tight control over their 
children to insure they did not 
play in or near the swollen 
river. At many parts of the 
river, the banks crumble easily 
and rapidly and constitute a 
dangerous play area for any­ 
one, they said. 
COMMUNICATIONS 
Apparent breakdowns in com­ 
munications and the heavy spill 
out ofLakeCachumawere areas 
of criticism yesterday when it 
was learned that the FCI, the 
drive-in theater and others in 
the valley had not been fore­ 
warned of what to expect. 
Supervisor Beattie said that 
he personally had contacted ra- 
dio 
stations and other news 
sources in the valley to warn of 
the condition and Radio Station 
KKOK said that it had been on 
the air with the news as early 
as Friday. 
The Sheriffs Department had 
personally 
contacted 
homes 
in the lower valley to warn of 
the coming flood and the city 
police department received no- 
tifieation shortly after 3 a*m. 
Saturday. The flood crested in 
Lompoc about 3-4 p.m. 
Most 
people 
complaining 
about the lack of advance infor­ 
mation were focusing on the fact 
that they had not been informed 
of what to expect in terms of 
destructive 
potential. 
Many 
farmers were highly criticial 
of the fact that the gates at Ca* 
chuma dam had not been opened 
to a small degree several days 
ahead of the latest storm to pre­ 
lude the fact that the water would 
spill over the dam with such 
force. 
Phill Macias, chief of the Bur­ 
eau of Reclamation’s local divi­ 
sion, explained that Cachumais 
a conservation dam andnotcoiw 
structed for flood control. He 
said that the water could not 
have been released in advance. 
Supervisor Beattie said the 
communications 
problem ap­ 
peared to be “ not so much of a 
breakdown in communications 
as to a breakdown in what the 
people would believe.” He said 
people warned in advance just 
didn’t accept the reality of what 
was impending. 
Little part was played by the 
Lompoc Civil Defense in the 
weekend disaster. John Tonel- 
li, chief of the department re­ 
sponsible for the coordination 
of disaster planning activities, 


stated that he "didn’t know what 
was happening” Saturday morn­ 
ing. He said that when he found 
out that thov had “ released” 
water from Cachuma dam, he 
activated the communications 
center under Dr. Donald Came­ 
ron in the event the com munie 
tions were required outside of 
the Valley area. He said none 
was required. 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers said yesterday that he 
felt the communications plan 
could be improved upon and that 
he had plans for including a dis­ 
aster control center in the new 
city hall. 
COMMAND POST 
A command post manned by 
Mayor Robert D. MacClure and 
other city officials was set up 
in City Hall on Saturda\.Super­ 
visor Beattie said that after the 
post was established that com­ 
munications immediately im­ 
proved and he would recommend 
that in future disasters that a 
similar plan be emploved.

GUSTED: I am informed that unsolicit­ 
ed advertism ents or m aterial in the mails 
which the recipient regards as “ eroti­ 


cally arousing or sexually provacative,” 
should tie returned to HIS (the recipi­ 
ent's) postmaster with instructions to be 
removed from the mailing list. If there 
are children under 19 living at home, 
their names may be listed to prevent them 
from receiving such mail or m aterial. 
If the request is not respected, and a 
second mailing is made, the senders 
are in violation of the law and may be 
punished by fine or imprisonment. 
No one is responsible for the return 
of mail or m aterial sent to him unsoli­ 
cited. Nor should he be inconvenienced 
by GOING personally to the postoffice. 
He may put all the unwanted mail into a 
large envelope, seal and mark the en­ 
velope: “ ATTENTION POSTMASTER,” 
and drop it (without postage) into any 
mail box. 
Returning it “ POSTAGE DUE” ac­ 
complishes nothing as the recipient may 
refuse to accept it if he so chooses.

File of Baby Care Hints

PO LLY—I am a part-time registered nurse as well 
as the busy mother of three so am always interested in time- 
saving Pointers. 


When I attend a baby shower, especially for a first baby, I 
take a small file box with cards, in alphabetical order, that 
have hints on baby care and time saving. I decorate the out­ 
side with small nursery decals, wrap the box in a printed dia­ 
per and fasten with diaper pins. There are extra cards so the 
other guests at the shower can add favorite Pointers they 
would like to share with the mother-to-be. 


Some of mine are: To wash wool booties easily, place them 
in a jar of warm water and mild soap flakes, shake gently, 
then rinse in clear water in the same manner. Place a beach 
towel under baby’s high chair when he is learning to feed him­ 
self. When warming a small amount of baby food, place in 
one of the little pans inside an egg poacher and leave over 
warm water for a few minutes. When short of shelf space, 
put folded diapers and other such things on TV tables. Diaper 
pins go in easily if first stuck in a bar of soap. A playpen 
makes an ideal bed for baby when camping or traveling. In 
an emergency, a large terry cloth towel makes a good substi­ 
tute for a blanket.

driven up the wall by all that 
raucous caterwauling on the 
transistor sets. 
On the other side stands the 
younger generation, which stub­ 
bornly refuses to appreciate the 
brilliant artistry, subtle harmo­ 
nics and thrilling dynamics of 
Artie Shaw’s recording of “ Star 
Dust.” 
I was aware that the chasm 
existed, of course, but I didn’t 
realize how deep it was until I 
picked up a copy of a new 
paperback book titled “ The 
Poetry of Rock.” 
Published by Bantam Books, 
and edited by Richard Gold­ 
stein, it is a compilation of 
lyrics from some of the great 
rock hits of yesteryear (14 
hours ago). 
Goldstein concedes the lyrics 
lose something when divorced 
from the music. But he insists 
that even in cold type they have 
poetic 
qualities 
worthy 
of 
preservation. 
The 
book 
came 
as 
a 
revelation to me, the reason 
being that I have never been 
able to hear the lyrics of rock 
songs distinctly. 
The only two words I can 
catch with the naked ear are 
“ yeah” 
(repeated 237 times) 
and “ baby” (pronounced bay- 
ay-ay-ay-uh-bee-e-e-e-.) 
Seeing the lyrics in print gave 
me 
a new understanding of 
rock, and I can now compre­ 
hend 
the full extent of the 
musical 
gulf 
between 
the 
generations. 
Let us consider, for example, 
the lyrics of a rock hit that goes 


“ sha da da da” for eight lines, 
switches to “ yip yip yip yip” for 
two lines and then branches into 
“ mum mum mum mum mum 
mum.” 
A 
member 
of the 
older 
generation is going to be hard 
pressed to recognize the poetic 
qualities of that. 
The 
ear 
of 
the 
older 
generation is attuned to the 
beautiful cadences and versifi­ 
cations employed by earlier 
song writers who cast their 
lyrics in the pattern of classical 
poetry. 
Viewed 
apart 
from 
the 
melody, and regarded from the 
standpoint of pure poetry, a 
string of “ shadas,” “ yips” and 
‘mums” simply will not stand 
up alongside such lyrics of yore 
as “ Down in the meadow in a 
itty bitty poo' swam three itty 
fishes and the mama fishee 
too.” 
“ Sha 
das,” 
“ yips” 
and 
‘mums” might conceivably be 
construed as poetry, using the 
term in a loose sense. But 
compared to the stately cou­ 
plets which spawned the “ itty 
fishes,” they sound downright 
childish.

Higgins — 
suggests the need for Marxist 
leadership: Groucho M arxist. 
At the mention, one steels 
him self 
for 
brickbats from 
those dullards who say Groucho 
does not have the qualifica­ 
tions. This, if you’ll pardon the 
French, is dropping a canard. 
Groucho has spent a lifetime 
watching baseball and pursuing 
other well-rounded subjects. 
His first act as com mission­ 
er, surely, would be to get 
baseball players to d ress like 


they mean it. 
In his book, “ The Groucho 
L etters,” he discussed th isin a 
P.S. to Goodman Ace: “ I saw 
Joe DiMaggie last night at Chas- 
en’s (Restaurant),” wrote Gro­ 
ucho, “ and he wasn’t wearing 
his baseball suit. This struck 
me as rather foolish. Suppose 
a ball game broke out in the 
middle of the night? By the time 
he 
got 
into 
his 
suit the 
game would be over.” 


Baseball 
often 
has 
made 
Groucho wriggle his caterpillar 
eyebrows 
with 
pure delight. 
Take the 
1940 World Series 
between the Yankees and Dodg­ 
e rs . Groucho wrote to a friend: 
“ I’m 
very 
happy 
about the 
World Series. I won two dol­ 
lars from Miriam (Groucho’s 
oldest daughter) or, in other 


words, two weeks’ allowance. 
M iriam ’s allowance is becom­ 
ing my chief source of income 
and when she grows up and flies 
away from the home, as they 
say, I don’t know what I’ll do for 
spending money.” 


Groucho’s interest in sports 
goes back to childhood days in 
a New York City slum. In his 
autobiography, 
“ Groucho and 
Me,” which he confesses he 
wrote himself, he recalled: “ In 
my younger days, I thought I 
would make it as one of Ameri­ 
c a ’s outstanding athletes. You 
know, the burly type like Jim 
Thorpe or Bob Mathias. Since I 
only weighed 120, stripped, I 
put my clothes 
on again and 
abandoned the notion.” 
Later, 
Groucho tried golf.

Groucho, 
“ we can’t 
support 
both.

“ Where they always slept,” 
states the president. “ In the 
classroom .” 
In “ A Day At The Races,” 
Groucho plays Dr. Hugo Z. Hac- 
kenbush, 
quack veterinarian. 
At one point in the movie he 
gives a huge pill to a sore horse 
and advises the steed, “ Take 
one of these every half mile and 
call me if th ere's any change.” 
So it is apparent to even the 
most

Miss Mever polled 237 points 
in balloting by sportsw riters, 
broadcasters, am ateur sports­ 
men and AAU officials while 
O erter of West Islip, N.Y., had 
1,165 and Toomey of Laguna 
Beach, Calif., 1,110.

teenager 
was 
overwhelmed by the honor. 
“ I can’t believe it. I’d have to 
say it’s really about the highest 
honor I’ve received,” she said 
when 
informed of the news 
while at school Friday. Her 
coach, Sherman Chavoor, noti­ 
fied her of the award. 
“ I thought Sherm was putting 
me on. It’s hard to believe. I 
called Mom. She started crying 
right away.

Prior to the Olympics, she 
broke world records at 200,400, 
800 and 1,500 m eters.

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The flood --and questions 


Lompoc Valley has just experienced its worst bout with the 
elements in 31 years. A ravaging river, fed by thousands of 
acre feet of water released from dams unable to contain the 
torrential flow, has caused upwards of a million dollars dam­ 
age to precious property. Fortunately, despite some narrow 
escapes and some acts of heroic duty, no lives were lost. 
Words will never express the area’s gratitude to the scores of 
dedicated public and private servants who labored under the 
most disgusting conditions to keep vital services open and op­ 
erating. City utility personnel, General Telephone Company 
emergency crews, city, county and state road departments, 
Southern Counties Gas Company workers, city police, sheriff 
officers, State Highway patrolmen, National Guardsmen, Cable 
TV personnel, Vandenberg Air Force Base, American Red 
Cross and many others fall into this category. 
A sad commentary on the situation, however, was the utter 
disregard on the part of citizens to heed the pleas of assist­ 
ance from those trying to do their vital jobs. “ Curiosity killed 
the cat,” so the old saying goes, and curiosity on the part of a 
sight-seeing public in tim es of danger will do the same. Many 
instances were reported of emergency vehicles stymied in their 
attempts to reach their emergency because of the many sight­ 
see rs. We hope that a lesson has been learned. 
Another facet of the tragic weekend brings cause for much 
concern. What type of warning was in effect on the part of the 


Flood Control people as far as Lompoc Valley residents were 
concerned? Wide discrepancies were noted from a large 
spectrum of officials as to when the Santa Ynez River would 
crest. It was known, early Saturday morning, of the huge re­ 
lease of water over Gibraltar and Cachuma dams, a release in 
excess of that released in the tragic storm of 1938. If such facts 
were known early Saturday morning, ample warning could have 
been given to have avoided the loss of the automobiles at South 
\andenberg; the cattle loss of the Federal Correctional Insti­ 
tution; the equipment loss at the Drive-In Theater and other 
losses. 


We realize that Lake Cachuma was built for conservation 
and not flood control but that not withstanding, in the face of a 
three-day weather report predicting more heavy rains, why 
wasn’t it possible for spillways to have been opened days prior 
to allowing 27,000 cubit feet per second of water to flow over 
the dam? This, we are certain, would have allowed a more or­ 
derly flow to the ocean and possibly avoided the overflow of the 
river banks in Lompoc Valley. 


These questions will have to be answered. There is never a 
guarantee that this will not happen again. 
But there is one question we believe can be answered now. 
That is the question of the need for a dam at the Lompoc Nar­ 
rows. 


Feared tag 


Robert H. Finch, new secretary of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, has exposed what was for weeks a standard gripe voiced 
by some people against then President-elect Richard Nixon. 
This was his failure to appoint a single Negro to a high-level 
position. 
According to Finch, several Negroes turned down proffered 
cabinet posts out of fear of being branded “ Uncle Toms’* and 
losing their credentials as militants in good standing in the 
eyes of their constitutents. 
To such an extent has the party of Lincoln lost the allegi­ 
ance it once commanded from the overwhelming majority

of black Americans — and to such an extent have far too many 
leaders among black Americans substituted expediency for 
integrity. 
The door is still open, says Finch, and he predicts that 
Negroes will be named to top posts during the next four years. 


He has to be right. Four years could be a fatally long time 
for a tenth of the population to nurse a case of sour grapes 
when the nation urgently needs right now the talents and sur- 
vices of the best of all its citizens, of whatever color or frac­ 
tion, if it is ever to solve the problems it faces.

The old Santa Ynez River is flowing 
again today but this time it is with a 
vengeance and not with the Innocence 
that would stir nostalgic m em ories in 
the minds of the oldtim ers hereabout. 
Times were when the river ran that 
was a big thing and people turned out to 
be entertained by dancing w aters and 
pirouetting debris but this production 
was of a different sort. It was sickening 
to see the drive-in theater washed with 
some $75,000 worth of damages. It was 
heartbreaking to see pigs and cows fight­ 
ing valiantly but hopelessly to reach 
shore. It was frustrating to know that 
the area is so close to have a dam and 
reservoir which could control such dis­ 
asters but also that the possibility exists 
that the project may get shot down before 
it reaches reality.

fies the loss of a valuable resource that 
is becoming more and more valuable 
and less and less plentiful as the Val­ 
ley grows in population. 
Just how much water wasted to the 
sea as a result of the recent storm 
period is not known at this time, but 
likely it was significant. To get an idea 
of how meaningful the amount is, during 
the ten days from Jan. 20-30, 1967, 
enough water wasted down the Santa 
Ynez to have deposited 39,600 acre feet 
of water into any holding reservoir. 
Other figures show that in 1958, anoth­ 
e r year of the big rains, during the 
month of April alone 68,090 feet went 
past the gauge at Robinson’s bridge and 
61,000 acre feet of that total dumped 
into the hungry Pacific. 
If records can be trusted, the biggest 
day ever was Jan. 9, 1907. On that event­ 
ful day, 123,000 acre feet dumped into the 
ocean. Of course, there was no Lake 
Cachuma to shortstop the water then. 
As the water makes its way from 
Lake Cachuma to the ocean, it crosses 
a man-made b arrier at the bridge which 
links Vandenberg South to Vandenberg 
North. The b arrier was constructed 


back in 1940 with the good intentions of 
keeping the salty ocean from intruding 
into the underground plain from which 
the Lompoc Valley sucks its precious 
liquid. 
The b arrier consists of sheet steel 
that was driven down 50 feet into the 
river alluvian. However, experts say 
the construction project was not well de­ 
signed in that the alluvian there is 
110 feet deep and that if the Lompoc 
Plain level decreases sufficiently, the 
water sea water would come in beneath 
the b arrier and intrude into the area’s 
water supply. 
Just how much water depletion would 
have to occur before this unfortunate cir­ 
cumstance began to make its presence 
significantly felt is not certain, but the 
possibility is there and that’s what the 
Lompoc Dam and feasibility study are 
all about. 
The older generations fondly remem­ 
ber the Santa Ynez and its steelhead 
runs, but today’s children who will grow 
up in the Lompoc Valley hopefully will 
be blessed with an adequate water sup­ 
ply made possible by far-sighted leaders 
of today.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Missile file 


WASHINGTON — In one particular 
top-secret file which the Nixon adminis­ 
tration inherits so much of the future 
turns not just for a new political order 
but for mankind. In that most secret of 
files is both heartbreak and hope. 
Now this blue print 
for negotiation 
with 
the Soviet Union 
to 
try to check the nuc­ 
lear arm s race — it is 
just that — was put to­ 
gether is a 
largely 
untold story. 
A pain­ 
staking record of pa­ 
tience and persistence 
all that has been done 
may 
still 
come 
to 
nought with the change 
of administrations. 
When Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird was before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee for a confirmation 
hearing he was asked whether he be­ 
lieved negotiation with the Soviets should 
be delayed until the United States was 
demonstrably 
strong enough to enter 
such negotiations. His reply was inter­ 
preted as suggesting a postponement of 
nine to 12 months. 
“ We have to start preparing all over 
again,” he told the committee, “ so that 
we can meet with success in these nego­ 
tiations.” 
Laird says that in his reference to nine 
to 12 months he meant not from Jan. 20 
but from the onset of the Czech crisis. 
That would mean negotiation could begin, 
in his view, in May. And he adds that this 
was the timetable of his predecessor, 
Clark Clifford. 
Starting all over again has a dismay­ 
ing sound to those who put so many hun­ 
dreds of hours into getting complete 
agreement on a negotiating blueprint. 
The work began after form er President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s meeting with Pre­ 
m ier Alexie Kosygin at Glassboro, N.J., 
in June of 1967. 
Two 
committees were formed. One 
was top level, representing state, de­ 
fense, the joint chief of staff, the atomic 
energy commission and the heads of the 
disarmament agency. Contrary to what 
is often the practice, the top men rather 
than substitutes were present at almost 
every meeting. 
The second committee was made up 
of technicians devoting full time to 
working out agreed principles for the 
American approach to negotiation on 
both anti-ballistic m issiles and offen­ 
sive 
m issiles. 
Occasionally 
the two 
committees met together to coordinate 
their efforts. What evolved, as one of 
the principal participants put it, was 
complete agreement by all parties on a 
basic set of guide lines. This meant a 
green light for what could prove to be 
the most momentous conference be­ 
tween the two nuclear giants since the 
end of World War II. 
While this work was going on Johnson 
and Kosygin were exchanging frequent 
letters. In the file are at least a dozen 
separate exchanges between the two 
heads of state. When and if this cor­ 
respondence is ever published it will 
show one of the most remarkable diplo­ 
matic adventures in recent history. 
Johnson at Glassboro had found Kosy­ 
gin reluctant to go into the question of 
anti-ballistic m issiles. He seemed disin­ 
terested. Prodding by the then Presi­ 
dent and form er Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara brought almost no 
response. Johnson’s objective, as the let­ 
ters went back and forth between Wash­ 
ington and Moscow, was to educate Kosy­ 
gin as to the fantastic cost of an all-out 
ABM system — a minimum of $40 bil­ 
lion and probably a lot more as Penta­ 
gon price tags go — and what this 
would mean in strain on the economies 
of the two countries. With documenta­ 
tion from McNamara he underscored 
the futility of a system that would make 
no essential difference in the strategic 
balance of power. 
There was movement. Increasingly 
the 
response out of Moscow favored 
a conference. The prelim inaries were 
discussed. The President had his bags 
packed for Geneva or Moscow. 
Then came the heartbreak. On the 
night of Aug. 20-21 the Russians invaded 
Czechoslovakia. As one of Johnson’s 
closest 
collaborators 
put 
it, 
“ That 
seemed to put an end to the hope the 
President had cherished not for a year 
or two years but for four years — to be­ 


gin a pull-back from the nuclear abyss 
and the spiralling arm s race.” It was 
a little like the U-2 spy plane incident 
which in 1960, just as President Dwight 
Eisenhower was about to fly to Moscow 
for talks at the highest level, cut right 
across months of diplomatic effort. 
But still the President and his close 
collaborators refused to believe that 
all their work had gone down the drain. 
They waited and watched developments 
in Czechoslovakia. When the Soviet Force 
in that country had been reduced from 21 


divisions to five they were hopeful they 
could get talks going again at some level. 
The ultimate decision would be up to 
the incoming administration. Interpret­ 
ing Laird’s statement to the Senate as a 
nine-to-l2-months delay, those on the

The crim e picture in Santa Barbara 
County last year was illustrated last week 
in a report from David B. Minier, dis­ 
trict attorney. We didn’t fare bad, re­ 
lated to the national picture. 
During 1968, total criminal prosecu­ 
tions in Santa Barbara County did not 
increase over those in 1967; the net 
change was less than one per cent. 
Although total prosecutions remained 
constant, 
however, felony 
narcotics 
prosecutions increased 14 per cent while 
other felony prosecutions decreased five 
per cent. 
Also, although total 
drunk 
driving prose­ 
cutions remained con­ 
stant, they increased 
40 per cent in Santa 
Barbara 
while 
de­ 
creasing 50 
percent 
in Santa Maria. 
And, as usual, most 
prosecutions were re­ 
lated to human vices. 
Twenty seven per cent 
of all felony complaints were for nar­ 
cotics, and 55 per cent of all misde­ 
meanor prosecutions were for drunk 
driving and intoxication.

Nixon maps assault 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The Democrats’ leadership struggles 
in the new Congress become more un­ 
derstandable when it is made clear that 
President 
Nixon 
intends 
a massive 
assault on their control in the 1970 elec­ 
tions. 
The President-elect is thinking big on 
this m atter, and the Democrats have all 
too little time to get their defenses in 
order and their image shined up. 
The incoming administration, hearten­ 
ed that its Senate disadvantage in the 91st 
Congress is only 57-43, believes it can 
in 1970 go well beyond the pickup of eight 
additional seats required for outright 
control and gain perhaps 12 to 14 
The seats deemed

If all that were achieved by the GOP 
In 1970, the Democrats would have lost 
14 of the 25 Senate seats they have to 
put up then. 
Meantime, only nine Republican seats

are at stake, and Nixon strategists think 
it not unrealistic to argue that just two, 
the one in Alaska just filled by Theodore 
Stevens under appointment following the 
death of Sen. E. L. Bartlett, Democrat, 
and that of Sen. Charles Goodell, named 
to the post vacated by the assassination 
of Robert F. Kennedy, are truly vulner­ 
able. 
Factional squabbling in Texas since 
that state fell narrowly to Vice P resi­ 
dent Humphrey in the 1968 election may 
dim GOP dream s there. But Nixon sourc­ 
es still argue that the Democrats are 
rent by worse strife and that GOP Rep. 
George Bush could be a formidable can­ 
didate against incumbent Sen. Ralph 
Yarborough. 
Florida is considered hopeful because 
Rep. Edward Gurney just won a Senate 
seat there and the aging Sen. Spessard 
Holland is felt to be a ready target in a 
state where party fortunes conceivably 
may be shifting more or less steadily 
toward the Republicans. 
The other dozen targets, of course, 
contain some tough prospcets. Should 
McCarthy adhere to his resolve to bow 
out in 1970 and Humphrey hold to current 
intent to seek his spot, Republicans 
might have to cross Minnesota off their 
list of hopefuls. 
Hart is popular in Michigan, and Dodd, 
Harrison Williams and Proxm ire appear 
fairly welL-entrenched in their states d ^ 
spite some evident vulnerability. 
The President-elect’s attack, howev­ 
er, will take all this into account. He 
and his political lieutenants intent to 
plav a decisive role in the fielding of 
Republican choices for these Democra­ 
tic seats. They do not plan to sit idly by 
and see weak sisters thrown into the 
1970 lists.
